THE UTICA REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
N ew 
Y o r k , April 25th.— T h e Herald 
prints three columns of opinions from Al­ 
bany Assemblymen 011 the Utica Conven­ 
tion. h says there is substantially a unan­ 
imous agreement that the Convention lias 
dealt a political blow to Blaine. As to its 
effect upon Arthur’s chances at Chicago 
there is a difference of opinion. 
The Times still contends that Blaine’s 
chances are very much the same as they 
were before the Convention, with this ex­ 
ception—that his supporters are disheart­ 
ened. As for Arthur’s destruction, which 
has been gayly inferred from the doings of 
the Convention, it is the tiction of sanguine 
imagination. 


W a sh in g to n, April 25tli.—'The late New 
York Republican Convention has attracted 
more notice and elicited more comment 
among members of Congress than any 
other Convention. Friends of President 
Arthur are very much pleased at the way 
the Blaine men were turned down, and the 
Blaine men insist that it was no victory for 
Arthur. A Republican Senator, who is op­ 
posed to Arthur, said : “ It was a practical 
defeat for the President. 
He could only 
save himself from positive rejection in 
his own State by making the nomina­ 
tion that put Edmunds in the lead. 
Blaine had more delegates than Arthur, 
and was har.-ly beaten by a (combina­ 
tion of both Arthur and Edmunds men.” 
Another Republican Senator, who is not a 
supporter of Arthur, although kindly in­ 
clined towards him. said: "T he result is 
really, in my opinion, favorable to Arthur. 
If he stands a chance of being nominated 
he will have the support of a decided ma­ 
jority of the New York delegation ; but if 
it shall appear that Arthur cannot win, 
then the delegation will he turned over to 
Edmunds.” The Arthur men in Congress 
are especially delighted at the defeat of 
Senator Warren Miller.

liaw and Kites Concerning Yonng 
C h ild r e n — F u n e r a l Custom s 
and Expenses—Etc. 


L ond on, March 27, 1884. 
“ Hatchings, Matchings and Dispatch­ 
ings” áre what the wags call them, but 
th e prosaic headings under which these 
events are announced in the newspapers 
are “ Births, Deaths and Marriages.” 
In 
th e London press the shortest notice under 
either of these heads costs $1 25, but in 
most of the provincial paj>ers they are 
published gratis. To advertise an increase 
in the family is as common over here as to 
announce occurrences of the other two 
classes, the number of notices under the 
three heads seeming to the casual news­ 
paper reader to run about parallel with 
each other. Still here, as amongst us, it ig 
oniv the few who rush into print in'either 
event. 
London has an average of 2,000 
births a week, and the number of deaths is 
not much less. Of each class the average 
number advertised would probably be 
about 300. Throughout the whole country 
every birth must be registered within six 
weeks, neglect to attend to this matter in­ 
volving the parent in serious penalties. 
At the end of three months the law again 
steps in and compels the parents or guard­ 
ians to have the child vaccinated. Failure 
to comply with this requirement entails a 
line, and those who refuse to pay the fine, 
and remain contumacious, are sent to 
prison. A small but very respectable mi­ 
nority are opposed to this law, and by agi­ 
tation and other means are seeking its re­ 
peal. In the hope of arousing public sym­ 
pathy, not a few of these have allowed 
themselves to be sent to jail, where, it 
seems, they are treated with no more con­ 
sideration than the most abandoned crim­ 
inals. Thus far, however, there are no 
signs of weakening in regard to this com­ 
pulsory vaccination law on the part of 
either Parliament or the general public. 
GRATITUDE AND CHRISTENING. 
The English mother, when able to leave 
home, goes at once to some place of worship 
to he “ churched,". as it is called; that is, 
to have the minister publicly return 
thanks for the providence extended to her 
in the hour of peril. This custom is all 
but universal, both among dissenters and 
church people. There is indeed a preva­ 
lent superstition that if the woman went 
into any other house before having made 
this acknowledgment in the sanctuary, ill 
luck would follow both mother and child. 
The next religious rite is baptism, observed 
without exception by those adhering to 
the Established Church, and almost as 
generally by dissenters, if we exclude from 
the reckoning the few sects who believe 
only in adult baptism. The child seldom 
goes beyond three months without having 
been christened. After the service at the 
church or chapel, the near relatives and 
friends partake of tea, and enjoy together 
what is known here as a “ christening 
party.” The tea, to l>e of the proper 
strength for such occasions, must have in 
it a considerable admixture of rum, and 
usually, later in the evening, the beer and 
wine flow freely. I may add, for the in­ 
formation of feminine readers, that the 
English babies are “ shortened” at three 
months, and that afterwards their dresses, 
in both summer and winter, are low in the 
neck and have short sleeves, this arrange­ 
ment, together with the short sacks they 
wear, causing an exposure of their tender 
forms, which looks very odd to American 
eyes, and which, in the American climate, 
could not fail to be detrimental to the 
health and comfort of the little ones. But 
those who are judges of infantile beauty 
say that the children look very pretty in 
this style of dress. 
ENGLISH FUNERAL CUSTOMS. 
From the cradle to the grave is said to 
he only a short step, and 1 will ask the 
reader to kindly take this step—in imag­ 
ination, that is—and note with me a few 
things in regard to the way in which fu­ 
nerals are carried on here. The remains 
are kept sometimes as long as two weeks, 
hut taking the country through the aver­ 
age space intervening between death and 
interment is about one week. The under­ 
taker is generally called the funeral di­ 
rector. I am glad to observe that there is 
no general practice here of preaching ser­ 
mons or making addresses at funerals. 
The extra work this custom entails upon 
American clergymen is exceedingly bur­ 
densome. Moreover, it places great tempt­ 
ation to dishonesty in the way of this 
worthy class. It is always expected that 
the minister will say something of the life 
and character of the departed. If the 
whole truth were told the remarks at 
many funerals would be anything but com­ 
plimentary to the dead or comforting to 
the living. Usually, however, only the 
good trails are alluded to, the had ones 
being glossed over hv silence. This course 
is not good for either preachers or hear­ 
ers. and no doubt, if a fair canvass of their 
views could be had, the clergy of the 
United States would vote by a large ma­ 
jority to 
DISPENSED WITH FUNERAL ORATIONS 
Altogether. Hero, except in the very 
rarest cases, as when the individual has 
been particularly prominent on political, 
religious or philanthropic circles, the of­ 
ficiating clergyman docs nothing more 
than simply otter prayer and read the 
bnrial service. 
In the country villages 
of England the usual place of sepulchre is 
the graveyard attached to the parish 
church. Formerly the dissenting minister 
was excluded from this burying-ground, 
all interments having to be performed by 
the parish clergyman. A recent Act of 
Parliament has corrected this injustice, 
and now the minister aforesaid can bury 
the dead of his own flock in his own way, 
none daring to make him afraid. The 
towns and cities have their large ceme­ 
teries, much as we have, but the spirit of 
religious exclusiveness shows itself in these 
places in a manner anything but creditable 
to the cause of Christian charity. Thev 
are divides! usually into three sections. 
The established church of the Homan 
Catholics hurv their dead in portions that 
have been consecrated according to the 
church rites. Another section, which is 
unconseerated, is for the exclusive use of 
non-conformists and dissenters. A suicide 
is never interred in consecrated ground, 
and the sense of abhorrence at this crime 
is further marked by the omission of the 
burial service. Funerals in England are 
often made 
OCCASIONS OF FEASTING AND REVELRY. 
A working man observed in my hearing 
the other day that “ he had many a time 
had more fun at funerals than at wed­ 
dings.” “ What do you mean by fun?” 1 
asked. “ Oh, a feed and a fuddle,” was the 
reply ; in other words, plenty to eat and 
drink. The custom of providing a feast, 
and of treating the bearers to beer and 
liquors, is general among \he. middle and 
lower classes. This of course adds to the 
cost of funerals, L-siilcs detracting from 
their solemnity. Here, as in our own 
country, a funeral can be made very ex­ 
pensive; but the tendency to extravagance 
is not so common as amongst us, and the 
poor manage to bury their dead friends 
quite decently for a sum of money that 
will seem exceedingly small to American 
readers. 
AN u n d e r t a k e r’s PRICE LIST. 
Here is a list of prices issued hy an un­ 
dertaker of respectable standing in a town 
of about 80,000 people: Oak coffin and 
shroud, $10; elm coffin and shroud, $5; 
oak coffin, grave, hearse, shroud, pillow, 
and use of crape hat-bands for bearers and 


mourners, $15 75; oak-covered coffin, with 
all the above accompaniments, $14; elm 
coffin, with same, $11 ; elm-covered coffin 
and ditto, $10; children’s coffins, from 
$1 50; children's funerals complete, in­ 
cluding mourning coach, grave, coffin, 
shroud, etc., from $5 and upwards. In the 
window of the establishment which adver­ 
tises these prices I saw a large collection 
of artificial floral wreaths which are hired 
out at so rmS'lest a rate that the poorest 
could afford to have them. Mourning Is 
worn here very heavy and very long. But 
there is a 
REVOLT AGAINST THIS rRACTIOE. 
It is quite common now to see men and 
women with a small band of black crape 
around the left arm. Their dress other­ 
wise may l>e of any color, but this emblem 
shows that they have recently suffered be­ 
reavement, and marks them at the same 
time as persons who have fallen into line 
with the reform tendencies of the age. 
Chief among the agencies seeking to pro­ 
mote economy in connection with the 
burial of the dead is the Church of Eng­ 
land Funeral and Mourning Eeform Asso­ 
ciation. One thing that struck me very 
curiously was to see women acting as pall­ 
bearers. In the burial of children this is 
quite common. In many parts of England, 
too, the bearers, whether male or female, 
carry the coffin on their shoulders. It is 
also more common here than among us to 
take the remains to church. This Is, in 
fact, the rule, “ house funerals,” in the case 
of adults, being very rare indeed. 
M AT RI MON IA L M ATTEKS. 
Getting married being so much more 
pleasant an operation than being either 
born or buried, I have reserved my notes 
on this subject for a climax. To begin 
with, I think it would he safe to say that 
no woman was ever wedded in England, or 
would ever think of l>eing, without a ring. 
This emblem on the third linger of the 
left hand is the universal badge of the 
connubial state, and the absence of it the 
universal sign of single blessedness. A 
lady who has been twice married will 
usually wear both wedding rings. Married 
American ladies,'who come over here minus 
this outward mark of their relation, are 
often looked upon by English matrons with 
suspicion. 
Another remarkable thing 
about English marriages is that they are 
nearly all celebrated in some place of wor­ 
ship, and nearly all, too, before 12 o'clock 
in the day. To get married at any other 
hour, and in any other place than in a 
church or chapel, or at the Registrar’s of­ 
fice, a special license (costing $150) must 
be procured. An ordinary license, which 
confers only the privilege of getting mar­ 
ried without a previous publication of the 
“ banns,” costs $25. As a matter of course, 
this expensive method of getting spliced is 
a luxury left to the enjoyment of the rich 
and few, the rqany going through the or­ 
dinary process of having 
THE BANNS ANNOUNCED. 
This is done by the clergyman, who de­ 
clares,, in making his notices at the morn­ 
ing service, that so and so and so and so 
are about to become husband and wife, 
winding up by calling upon anyone who 
may know of any lawful impediment to the 
union to declare the same or forever there­ 
after hold their peace. The banns must be 
published thus on three successive Sundays. 
Then the wedding can take place. In the 
case of dissenters who propose being mar­ 
ried in their chapel, the names, ages, resi­ 
dence and occupations, etc., of the parties 
must be exhibited for three weeks at the 
office of the Registrar for the district, and 
to make the chapel marriage valid the 
Registrar must be present at the ceremony. 
Considering that nothing of the kind is re­ 
quired at church weddings, this is a great 
injustice to dissenters, and doubtless it will 
soon be done away. The Registrar is com­ 
petent to tie the knot himself, and is the 
only person outside the ministry who en­ 
joys this privilege. In wishing the couple 
good luck, the old custom still prevails of 
throwing a slipper or old shoe after them 
when on the way to church, this, however, 
being varied in some places hy strewing 
rice before them. 
PROTESTS AGAINST MARRIAGES. 
It is nothing unusual for protests to he 
made when the banns are published. The 
objection is made in public and the clergy­ 
man hears the statement of cause in the 
vestry at the close of the service. Most 
frequently it is the parents who object, but 
occasionally cases of a different kind occur. 
At a church near Manchester, a few Sun­ 
days ago, the banns of marriage were be­ 
ing published for “ the third time of ask­ 
ing,” when a gentleman arose in a 
conspicuous part of the congregation and 
said, according to the usual form, “ I for­ 
bid the banns.” Subsequently it transpired 
that the man who had been “asked” was 
82 years of age. The woman, who was 45, 
had recently nursed him through an ill­ 
ness, and had ordered the publication of 
the banns without his consent, her object 
in thus attempting to force him into matri­ 
mony being to get possession of the old 
gentleman’s property. 
The wedding, I 
need scarcely add, did not come offi 
MARRIAGES AND MARRIAGE STATISTICS. 
From the census of 1881 I gather the 
following interesting statistics. 
Taking 
fifteen years as the minimum, there were 
at that time sixteen and a half million 
people in England and Wales of a mar­ 
riageable age. Of these, eight and three- 
quarter millions were married, six and 
one-quarter millions unmarried, and a 
million and a half widows and widowers. 
The number of married women under 20 
years of age was nearly six times that of 
the married men under that age, and the 
number of women under 25 years of age 
who were married was nearly double that 
of the men under that age who were in the 
connubial state. There were 72,000, or 2 j 
per cent., more bachelors between 15 and 
35 years of age, than there were spinsters, 
hut of spinsters over 35 years of age there 
were 130,000, or 33 per cent, more than of 
bachelors. The preponderance of widows 
over widowers is often remarked. 
The 
census returns show this to be unmistak­ 
ably the ease. There were in 1881 close 
iq»on one million widows in England and 
Wales, the number of widowers being less 
than half as many. Of these million 
widows, 57,000 were under 35 years of age. 
In Ireland and Scotland the number o.’ 
widows was in each case three times that 
of the widowers.

THE FRENCH INSTITUTE AND ITS 
FIVE DEPARTMENTS. 


Honors A ccorded Do Lesseps—So­ 
ciety Gossip at t tie Fashion 
Met ropolis—Et c. 


P a ris , March 13, 1884. 
The election, a few days ago, of lie Les- 
seps and Francois Coppee to fill the places 
of M artin and Laprade at the French 
Academy was a surprise to no one, as they 
are generally acknowledged worthy of a 
seat among the “ Forty Immortals.” The 
glory of De Lesseps is universal, and he is 
one of the most popular men in France. 
His countrymen even go so far in their 
admiration as to compare him with Chris­ 
topher Columbus, which may he stretching 
a point; but, in any event, the gigantic 
opening of the Suez Canal, despite the dif­ 
ficulties and the seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles, will render his name immortal. 
His character and his work are too well 
known to require details here, but this 
double election may not make “ tedious 
reading"’ of a short account of the work­ 
ings of the French Academy, or rather 
the French Institute, for it is divided into 
academies and composed of a body of men 
whose lives are devoted to science, litera­ 
ture and art. These five academies are 
called the French Academy, Academy of 
Sciences, Academy of Fine Arts, Academy 
of Belles-Lettres, and the Academy of 
Moral and Political Sciences. 
THE INSTITUTE OF FRANCE 
Is one of the most glorious creations of the 
French Revolution, and a creation peculiar 
to France. Several countries have at­ 
tempted to found similar institutes, but 
France alone has an institute where the 
various efforts of the human mind are inti­ 
mately associated, and of which the poet, 
philosopher, historian, critic, mathemati­ 
cian, astronomer, naturalist, economist, 
sculptor, painter and musician may call 
themselves members. These men believe 
that the arts and sciences are a part of the 
Government, and that their development 
should be encouraged and compensated bv 
the State. In 1666 Colbert, the good genius 
of Louis XIV., conceived the idea of 
founding an institute almost identical with 
that founded by the National Convention 
of 1795, but his project was abandoned, 
and it was only in 1795 that the Academy 
was taken under state protection. At that 
time historians were refused membership, 
but this defect was remedied in 1803*since 
which time it has steadily increased in 
strength and reputation. Without having 
always attained the object for which it was 
founded, the Institute of France has ren­ 
dered important services to the country, 
and will render still greater services, as the 
choice of its members is dictated by the 
most profound interest in art and the sci­ 
ences. 
THE OLD PALACE OF RICHELIEU, 
A most interesting building,situated in the 
heart of Paris, is the property of the Insti­ 
tute, and here, since the revolution, the 
meetings have been held and all business 
transacted, and when a public reception of 
a newly-elected member takes place the 
venerable old palace is crowded with the 
most notable representatives of French 
intellect, wealth, fashion and beauty. The 
reception of De Lesseps and Francois Cop­ 
pee will be particularly brilliant, and al­ 
ready ten thousand applications have been 
made for admission to the Palais de L’ln- 
stitut on that day. The reception cham­ 
ber will seat only about ten thousand, hut 
undoubtedly everyone of the many written 
applications will receive attention in the 
shape of a hit of pasteboard, which will 
entitle the happy possessor to enter the 
Institute on 
DE LESSEPS’ AND COPPF.E’S RECEPTION DAY 
If he can. The doors will be opened at 9 
a . M., and the reception speech of De Les­ 
seps will begin at 1 o’clock sharp. The 
bits of pasteboard are not numbered, as 
positively no seats are reserved, but Paris­ 
ians will go to the Institute on that day at 
9 o’clock, and will always patiently sit or 
stand for half a dozen hours to assist at the 
public reception of any newly-elected 
member. The Institute of France is dear 
to the hearts of all Parisians, the ladies 
being quite as enthusiastic as the gentle­ 
men, for they realize that it is the grand­ 
est creation ever conceived and founded by 
any Government. 
De Lesseps is an old 
man, but is full of strength and vigor. He 
is to be seen every afternoon riding in the 
Bois de Rologne, accompanied hy his five 
handsome sons. 
All Frenchmen raise 
their hats to the cherry, pleasant-looking 
old gentleman, and he returns the saluta­ 
tions with a boyish smile. 
THE p re s id e n t's FIRST BALL 
Took place a few days before Ash Wednes­ 
day, and was a most brilliant atthir. The 
toilettes were superb, and the American 
ladies were by no means behind the Pa- 
risiennes in taste and elegance. As far as 
l)eauty is concerned, it is a mistake to sup­ 
pose that the French women have not a large 
share. It i» amazing to see so many ex­ 
quisite French blondes, with eyes of liquid 
blue and complexions of exquisite fairness. 
At the President's ball one was continually 
reminded of the portraits of Greuze and 
Boucher, and especially as the costumes of 
the present day are not unlike those of the 
eighteenth century. Most of the heads 
were powdered at this ball, and it is almost 
certain that powdered hair is going to be 
all the rage. Certainly nothing can be; 
more gracions than this snow-white hair 
crowning a pretty face, especially when 
this face is ornamented with two beautiful 
black eyes, but is it possible to return to 
this old fashion with the present style of 
dress worn by gentlemen ? Powder was 
not inconvenient when dancing the minuet 
or the gavotte—the cavalier at a certain 
distance from the lady—for then the clouds 
of white fell upon the parquet, but with 
the black suits of the day and the round 
dances, in less than five minutes the part­ 
ners of the fair ones resemble millers! So 
it was at the President’s ball, and the ef­ 
fect was very ridiculous. Powdered hair 
is only possible with fancy costumes, worn 
hy l»oth gentlemen and ladies, and the 
round dances and the german must he 
sacrificed for the slower and more “ distant” 
minuet or gavotte. 
THE MACKAY-MEJSSONNIER DIFFICULTY 
Continues to produce great excitement. 
The artists of Paris invited Meissonnier to 
a large banquet the other evening at the 
Continental Hotel, hut the artist declined 
to accept any pity at “ the recent indignity 
offered him hy Mr-. Mackay,” and has left 
town for Italy. We have it from good au­ 
thority that Mrs. Mackay regarded her por­ 
trait painted by Meissonnier as a perfect 
caricature, and she was unwilling that such 
a portrait should remain in the possession 
of her children, and she destroyed it for 
that reason. She has nothing against 
Meissonnier as an artist, having in her pos­ 
session several paintings of his, for which 
she paid enormous prices. 
But Meis­ 
sonnier, anxious to finish her portrait, 
painted the hands after a model’s, as Mrs. 
Mackay was absent at the sea side, which, 
if true, must have been aggravating. 
Moreover, it 
is said 
that he de­ 
clared it good enough for an American. 
However it may be, the affair is unfor­ 
tunate. The papers use every occasion to 
cut up Mrs. Maekav, and the art critic of 
the Figaro is so extremely impudent in 
speaking and writing of the affair that it is 
surprising that Mr. Mackay has not as yet 
interfered.

The D anger o f Inhum ation. 
It will be remembered that in order in 
account for the ascent of pathogenic bac te­ 
ria from the cadaver to the surface of the 
earth, the celebrated French scientist, Pas­ 
teur, set up a theory that earth-worms ate 
spores and afterward discharged them on 
reaching the surface. Sume interesting 
experiments have been made at Munich, 
and are reported by a traveling cor­ 
respondent 
of 
the 
Medical 
ATeas, 
which seem to show that Pasteur’s theory 
is incorrect. Sterilized nourishing solu­ 
tion was placed above a fluid containing 
certain definite bacteria, in such a manner 
that they could only reach it by ascending 
through sterilized earth, which they did. 
Every precaution was, of course, taken to 
avoid error. 
The news from India, of the recognition 
of the bacillic germ of cholera, makes the 
discovery that these lower organisms move 
through the ground of larger importance. 
It will be remembered that sheep have 
been infected by crooping grass over a spot 
where animals which had died of anthrax 
had been buried twelve years before. It is 
cold comfort to learn that so vigorous and 
persistent a seed of disease and death 
as the bacillus can travel without 
being carried. 
We must not merely 
turn 
our sanitary attention to the 
disinfection of media of transportation of 
these germs, but we must destroy the germs 
themselves. It is clear that it does not de­ 
stroy them to deposit that which contains 
them in any particular location. Crema­ 
tion would seem to Le the only remedy,— 
[New Orleans Picayune. 


G o v e rn m e n t E n g ra v in g a n d P r in t­ 
ing.—Captain Burrili, Chief of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, in his annual 
report, says, as a result of the year's work 
there were completed and delived 9,232,505 
sheets of notes and securities, with a face 
value of $995,617,480; 23,352,611 sheets of 
internal revenue and customs stamps, con­ 
taining 895,909,654 stamps; 734,466 sheets 
of checks, drafts, etc., and a large amount 
of miscellaneous work, besides imprinting 
“ Act of March 3, 1883,” upon 1,833,833 
sheets of tobacco, snuff cigar and cigarette 
stamps, containing 38,214,744 stamps fur­ 
nished the Commissioner of Internal Reve­ 
nue for that purj>ose. This is a large in­ 
crease over last year’s work, and the rapid­ 
ly increasing business of the Bureau leads 
Captain Burrili to recommend the enlarge­ 
ment of the building at an early day. 
Among the things to he exhibited at the 
meeting of the inventors in Cincinnati is 
the first patent ever issued in the United 
States. It is dated New York, July 31, 
1790, and is signed by George Washington, 
President; Edmund Randolph, Attorney- 
General, and Thomas Jefferson, Secretary.

“ W ill it pay to prevent th e spread of in ­ 
sect pests? ” is a question w hich is repeat- 
edlv asked by fruit-grow ers w ho have not 
given th e necessary tim e to the study of the 
in ju rio u s insects infesting orchard property 
a n d its products. 
W ill it pay to expend 
m oney, tim e and labor to tight them , or 
w ill th ey disappear in tim e, a> th ey came, 
w ithout our know ledge or c o n s e n t I n 
C ertainly it wiLl 
idd th a t 


intelligent and thorough w ork will pay a 
larger percentage on th e m oney so expend­ 
ed th an can be derived from an y o th er le­ 
gitim ate expenditure in connection w ith 
o rchard property, w here an y portion o f it 
is infested by injurious insects, or w here 
your fruit trees are in th e vicinity o f or- 
c h ards so infested. 
Those who will defer any attem pt to 
eradicate them, believing they will disap­ 
pear by the interference of natural causes, 
or be destroyed by natural enemies, may 
he fortunate enough to live to witness a 
fulfillm ent of their expectations, but assu­ 
redly it has not been a profitable course of 
action in the past. It is not practised by 
the enterprising fruit-growers at present, 
and from past experience it is doubtful if it 
will pay anything better than an “ Irish 
dividend " in the future. 
At least such ex­ 
perience as the California fruit-growers 
have had is unfavorable to the theory of 
depending on hope deferred. 
it is gratifying to know that m any proofs 
can be given in support of our view- in re­ 
lation to which is the most profitable course 
for fruit-growers to pursue. Among the 
m any orchards that can be named, where 
excellent results have been attained bv the 
ow ner or owners m aking an incessant war­ 
fare against insect pests a rule, rather than 
the exception, may be mentioned the Oak 
Shade Orchard, at 
Iiavisville (thirteen 
miles from 
Sacramento). This orchard 
contains about 360 acres of land, planted 
principally with pear, alm ond, apricot and 
peach trees; also grape vines, all ol which 
m ay be said to be in full bearing. Since 
the insect pests first made their appearance 
in the vicinity of this orchard in 1S79, 
every effort has been made to prevent their 
spread, ami the successful results have 
been such that Webster Treat, who is one 
of the stockholders and the superintend­ 
ent. is m aking more extensive preparations 
for sum m er spraying this season than 
ever before. Our querists m ight ask Mr. 
T reat the question. "W h y do you make 
such additional preparations?'’ 
He will 
answ er unreservedly. “ Because it pays.” 
Let those who wish to gel practical in­ 
formation. in relation to protecting fruit, 
and trees from injurious insects, visit Oak 
Shade Orchard and witness the practical 
preparations for the coming season's cam­ 
paign. They will find that the packing­ 
houses, etc.. in the orchard, have been 
thoroughly cleaned. 
Return boxes are a 
comm odity 
that 
are not kept on the 
premises. 
In the center of the orchard is 
placed a w ater tank of one thousand gal­ 
lons capacity: attached to this tank is a 
horse-powcr, for pumping from a well sunk 
for the purpose of supplying the necessary 
water. There are also two large kettles 
and one square tank, set in brick-work, 
for the preparation of the solutions for 
spraying the fruit, foliage, and on the trees. 
Last Thursday a visit was made to Oak 
Shade, and when exam ining the fixtures in 
course of construction, Mr. Treat in a con­ 
versation sa id : 
“ Our 
orchard paid a 
larger dividend to the stockholders in 1883 
than in any previous year; and we propose 
to use our best efforts to m ake still larger 
returns this year.'.' 
Visitors to Oak Shade 
will readily 
understand that the suc­ 
cess there seen is 
m ainly 
attributed 
to the protection 
from 
insect 
pests, 
ia securing the im mense crup, especially 
pears, produced by the orchard. To ]co- 
cure the pear crop of this orchard is. to use 
a common phrase, “ a bone of contention 
am ong shippers us to who will capture it, 
and at times even at greatly advanced 
' -es. 
W e repeat, let those who remain 


Som etim es, also, bu t more rarely, th e 
eggs are deposited in á single row. 
T he 
n u m b er of eggs laid at one tim e t aries 
from tw o to th irtv . and each fem ale depos­ 
its about 200 eggs’. As soon as hatched, the 
voung begin to feed upon th e pulpy part of 
th e leaf. 
T hey do no t pass through a 
quiet pupo state, but continue a cti\e froni 
th e tim e they leave the egg u n til th ey die 
of old age. or from som e o th er cause. 
There aré probable tw o broods each year. 
Remedy : The eggs should he picked off 
wherever found, and destroyed.

.T. M. H astings, A uburn. Placer county, 
writes : 
have just purchased some land on which 
there are’ A«t apple trees, and I find some of 
them are infested by borers. I ani advised to 
put boxes around them, wash with lye. etc. 
Being a novice in the business, I write for in­ 
formation. 
Reply : 
The trunk and larger limbs 
should be washed with wliule-oil soap, or a 
strong home-made soft-soap, mixed with 
otie-tliird their weight of sulphur. 
The 
m ixture should be thinned with water un­ 
til it can lu* readily applied w ith a brush or 
m op. Take a wire and thrust it in the 
holes made by the borers: in this way you 
m ay destroy m any of the larva? or pupa?. 
Repeat the washing every twenty days, un­ 
til after the middle of July. This will pro­

The experiments in England of con­ 
ducting farm ing upon the co-operative 
plan have come to an end in failure. 
This may tie merely an ascertainment of 
the fact th at those who were conducting 
the experim ents are proven failures as to 
their methods or adaptability to the work 
in hand, or it may be the establishment of 
a truth th at co-operative farm ing cannot 
be made a success. 
The latter conclusion 
is not accepted in England by those who 
have watched the past efforts, but, on the 
contrary, the observers of the recent fail­ 
ures have organized a new society, and 
will enter upon another experiment, en­ 
deavoring to elim inate unfavorable feat­ 
ures of former plans and strengthen with 
newer thought and methods. 
O f the past experim ents in England, a 
Mr. G uraon established a co-operative 
farm at Assington in 1.829, and a second 
one in 1853. 
These were Iioth fairly suc­ 
cessful until about five years ago, when 
heavy indebtedness, caused by recurring 
bail seasons, perhaps mostly, resulted in 
closing operatioiLS upon both farms. 
The 
fact that the new society just organized for 
another effort includes most of the mem­ 
bers of the old society, shows th at those 
previously engaged in the associated work 
have not become willing to vote it a fail­ 
ure. 
The farm comprises 223 acres, and 
$12,500 is the amount fixed upon for a 
capital; half of this sum ha- been sub­ 
scribed, and the other half will lie raised 
in shares of $5 each. “ More capital, lower 
rent, and 
proper 
precautions 
against 
game,” in the opinion of the London Spec­ 
tator, will insure success to the new enter­ 
prise on the points where the old one failed. 
The founders declare that Assington con­ 
tains a population much better clothed, 
fed, housed, and of a more favorable ap­ 
pearance than the people in the surround­ 
ing sections. 
These results are claimed as 
the result of the eo-operative system, and 
the new society expects to secure still 
larger practical results in the direction of 
improved dwellings and greater domestic 
comfort for the persons interested. 


At a meeting of the vine-grower- at St. 
Helena, held recently, says the Vallejo 
Revieir. President K rug recommended that 
when phylloxera was discovered in a cer­ 
tain spot in a vineyard an injection of bi­ 
sulphide of carbon be used to kill the in­ 
sect- in and around the vine, and then the 
vine should he taken up and a new one of 
resistant stock planted.

light colored. 
The grapes are not seed­ 
less as reported, but the berries at the 
lower end of the bunch are free from seeds. 
The fruit is rich and sugary and devoid of 
the Muscat flavor. 
The raisins cost 25 
cent- per pound in Chile, and the freight 
and tariff and expense of getting them to 
tiiis country make them worth 50 cents ¡>er 
pound in San Francisco. 
The vine is said 
to Ik* a native of Chile and has been kept 
for distribution by a t ri Ik* of Indians who 
claim to he descendants of the Inca-. 
'1 he 
report that the Huasco raisin was sim ilar 
to the Sultana i- incorrect; it more nearly 
resembles the Muscat, but, in fact, it is en­ 
tirely distinct from other variety. 
The V isalia Delta wants to know why 
Tulare county cannot produce raisins :ls 
good a-th o se of Riversdale. 
It can. 
The 
climate is similar, and as both sections de­ 
pend entirely on irrigation, there is no 
good reason why the quality of the raisins 
should not be equal. 
N either county can 
hope to rival Solano or Yolo in the pro­ 
duction of raisins. H ere the conditions are 
very different. 
Irrigation is entirely un­ 
necessary, and the experience and observa­ 
tion of the best viticulturists of California 
confirm the opinion that grapes produced 
on irrigated ground are not so good for any 
puntóse as those produced on land where 
the rainfall is sufficient to m ature a crop. 
The absence of fogs, frosts anil a humid at­ 
mosphere, together with the absolute cer­ 
tainty of an abundant rainfall, are advan­ 
tages peculiar to the two counties we have 
named, and place them at once in the van 
of grape-growing counties.—[D ixon T rib­ 
une. 
An Eastern exchange say -: 
“ It is a 
certainty that raising poultry for egg pro­ 
duction pays the farmer. 
As a general 
thing the fowls that the former keeps in 
his barnyard, and on which he expends but 
little, pays lve-t of all his live stock, but 
when attention is specially paid to fowls, 
properly fed, housed and attended, after 
deducting the cost of keeping, care, interest 
per cent, from the amount for which their 
eggs sell, there is in nine cases out of ten 
a larger balance on the credit side of the 
ledger than is found in connection with 
any single departm ent of form industry." 
If this i- true at the East, it certainly is in 
California where fetal i- cheap, and eggs 
and poultry almost always bring very high 
¡trices. 
The planting of tree» along the public 
roads could nowhere produce more grati­ 
fying etleets than in this State, and es­ 
pecially since our forests are being so 
much destroyed as to produce a marked 
etlivt perhajts ujhiu our annual rainfall. 
At present the total length of public roads 
in France is 18,75(1 mile-, of which 7,250 
are bordered with trees, while 4,500 miles 
are already being planted or will shortly 
Ik? planted. 
On the rem aining 7,000 miles 
the nature of the soil does not admit of 
plantations. 
The number of trees already 
planted amounts to 2,678,003, consisting 
principally of elm, poplar, acacia, plane, 
ash, sycamore anil lime trees. 
Iron sulphate is g.kkI manure for cer­ 
tain kinds of crops. 
A plot of land to 
which the sulphate had been applied 
bv A. 
I!. 
Griffiths, of the Chemical 
Society, 
London, yielded fifty-six bush­ 
els of bean-.

TH E HOLLOWNESS OF THE A N T I-R A IL­ 
R O A D AGITATION. 


A ll over this State it has been indus­ 
triously preached by word of mouth, and 
through the agency of a satanic press, that 


railroad promoters in California oj>erate 
the railroad system against the interests of 
persons and communities. T he persistence 
w ith which this dogma has lieen adhered 


to by demagogues and cranks has led some 
good jieople to really believe that the citi­ 
zens of California are really enslaved by 
the railway corporations, anil that their 


sole aim is to levy extortionate tolls, and 
to unjustly discriminate, irrespective of the 
rights, prosperity and friendship of their 


patrons. 
But th e thoughtful men of the country, 
who have seen a useless session of the Leg­ 
islature held to keep alive this fallacious 
doctrine, are beginning to see how illogical 


it is. 
E ither one of two things is true— 
the railroad managers are consummate and 
shortsighted asses, or else the whole fat­ 
tened cry is false. 
W ho lielieves that men 


having the minimum o f sense would pur­ 
sue a jmlicy so suicidal as that charged 
against the railway operators? 
Is it not 
clear to even the narrowest intelligence 
that the success of every railway enter­ 
prise is dependent njioti the settlem ent 
and developm ent of the country traversed, 
and the highest degree of prosperity o f the 
people thereof? 
It certainly is becom ing 


clear to thinking people that the tendency 
of transportation rates is steadily down­ 
ward; that low rates increase traffic and 
augment net gains, as against high rates 
and lim ited traffic. 
It is dawning U|Min 


th e public comprehension that it has to a 
great degree been blinded by the dema­ 
gogues and political hypocrites of the day; 


that self-interest, the most powerful of mo­ 
tors in business, dictates to railroad com­ 


panies the pursuit of a policy that will bid 


for the largest possible volum e of traffic, 
over the whole line and every part of it, at 


the lowest possible charge for the service, 
consistent with the capacity of the country 


to furnish business to Ik* done, and that the 
supreniest effort of 
railroad 
managers 


must In*, and is, always made to foster, 


stim ulate, enlarge and bring to its full fru­ 
ition this capacity. 


T he decrease of rates w ith a correspond­ 


ing increase of traffic, results in a reduc­ 
tion of the ratio of cost to the amount of 
traffic, and consequent lieucfit alike to the 
shipper and carrier. 
T he earning power 
o f a railroad corporation, in short, is to lie 


acuratelv measured by the development 
and traffic contributing power of the country 
traversed. 
\ 11 legislative attempts to fix 


rates, to bind by cast iron rules, and to 


arbitrately adjust commercial relations, 
have a tendency to retard the downward 


'.tendency o f the charge for carriage, and 


consequently to check the development of 
d ie country and lim it its traffic capacity. 


> o r this reason the arbitrary exercise of the 


legislative power has always been, and 
always w ill 
be inharmonious with the 
processes of commerce, and the laws of 


trade. 
T he merchants of Sail Francisco who 
sent up their petition recently against one 


proposed phase of regulation, realized the 


truth 
that 
com petitive 
agencies 
in­ 


separable from commerce best regulate 
rates, when they declared: “ T he contracts 


referred to were freely entered into, our 
action being based upon the broad and 
general business principles which govern 
trade and commerce. 
W e cannot think 


the agitation of this question by the few 


almost w holly disinterested parties should 
longer continue, hut that 
it should be 


raised above and kept entirely out of poli­ 


ties. 
T he merchants have the broad and 


open ocean before them, and can compel 


the railroad companies to accept fair and 


just compensation for their services. 
The 


benefits which flow from com petition be­ 
tween the rail and water routes, in our 


judgm ent, belong to and should be enjoyed 


bv the people of this coast, and any legisla­ 


tion which trammels either the operations 


of the one or the other.can only he detri­ 


mental to the interests of California.” 
T he anti-railroad agitators have not 


risen, or refuse to rise to the level of the 


truth of facts. 
They refuse to see that 


despite 
the 
antagonistic influences by 
which railroading has been surrounded in 


California, rates have declined in obedi­ 
ence to the laws governing commerce, and 


that this declination would 
have been 
greater still, but for the fact that m alig­ 
nant anim osity has retarded and impeded 


natural processes, and by handicapping 
capital has punished carrier, producer and 
consumer alike— that Is to say, it is demon­ 
strable from the undeniable statistics of 
railroading in California that rates have 


declined in exact proportion to the ability 


of the country to support transportation 
lines, and under the operation of water 


com petition (and w ithout rail com petition), 
and under the processes of trade that hid 
for the m axim um of traffic at the m ini­ 


mum of charge: 
And yet, dating the natural declination 
o f rates from 1872 and to tiiis hour, there 
has been all the tim e carried on the most 
gigantic 
system o f railroad extension. 
The formative state, in which a trade is 
not fully developed, in which the cost is 
out of proportion to the amount of busi­ 


ness done and the 
populousness of the 
section treated, has all this w hile been our 
condition. 
California has not vet advanced 


into that settled -tate wherein the factors 
of volum e of traffic, extent of develop­ 
ment, production and consumption, the 
cost of doing business, and the probable 
return, can be estim ated as fixed quantities. 
T he whole anti-railroad agitation has 
this, and this only, outside of mercenary 
and selfish m otives, for its basis— that rates 


upon this coast have been falsely assumed 
to be unreasonably higher than upon lines 


at the East. 
T he difference o f conditions 
is lost sight of or coolly ignored, and the 


injustice o f a Hat comparison o f unequal 
quantities is stubbornly insisted upon. 
The figures upon w hich we base our al­ 
legations have over and again been pub­ 


lished, but are waived aside with a non­ 


chalance the political demagogue alone can 
assume. 
It is of no avail in argument 
w ith the average anti-railroad maniac of 
the present hour to point to the fact, for 
instance, that w hile the roads of Massa­ 
chusetts, in a given number of years 


(wherein a fair comparison of the volum e 
of tonnage can be made), carried, on the 
average, 605,335,316 tons one m ile at an 


average rate of 2:50 7-10, the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad carried an average of 535,­ 
220,080 tons one m ile at 2:37 7-10. 
Thus, 
the New England roads, with a greater 


tonnage, m aintained a higher average rate 


than the California road with nearly a 
m illion and a half less of average annual 
earnings, and at vastly greater cost for neces­ 
sary supplies. 
It is sim ply waste of tim e for 


Mr. Towne, in his report, to call the atten­ 
tion of the political crusader to the fact 
that the average passenger rate in Califor­ 
nia declined from 2.68 in 1881 to 2.56 in 
18S2, and 2.29 in 1883, and that the freight 
rate fell from 2.16 in 1881 to 1.81 in 1882. 
It is useless to recall the axiom , written 


into political economy for a half century 
that “ the interests of the railroad and the 
community are identical,” for the political 


qioilor o f this day has sworn that they 
shall be made antagonistic. 
But in this 
he will fail. 
Despite his malignancy, the 


operation o f 
immutable 
laws w ill not 
be stayed; the prosperity of the one inter­ 


est is so dependent upon the other, the 
m utuality is such, that the one cannot 
suffer without the other taking harm. And 


so it will come to pass that restrictive legis­ 
lation seeking to control the operation of 


natural laws, will bring upon itself the 
righteous wrath o f a deceived people, and 
in the smoke of their nostrils and the fire 
of their indignation, the shallow-brained 


and loud-mouthed agitators of to-day, with 
the jiolitical schemers and ambitious dema­ 


gogues of the hour, will lie utterly con­ 
sumed. 


JUDICIAL DELAYS. 


It has remained for one of the most em i­ 


nent members o f the bar to ri-e in con­ 
demnation 
o f judicial _ delays. 
David 
Dudley Field declared in his recent ad­ 


d re ss to the law students o f New York 


City 
that 
the delays ot 
litigation are 


sim ply 
inexcusable. 
It 
takes in New 
York from five to ten years to bring a case 


to final judgm ent in the Court o f Apjieals 
res|»ecting a disputed title to stock in a cor­ 


poration. 
In one case out of three the 
Court of Appeals reverses the determ ina­ 
tion of the lower Court, and the ease is 
begun 
over 
again. 
Says 
Mr. 
F ield: 
” There is a judicial administration, dis­ 


creditable and demoralizing, which you and 
I, and all who practice, or expect to prac­ 
tice in the Courts, should study to find a 
remedy for.” 


It is a very encouraging sign that the 
liar manifests a disposition to rise to the 


task o f correcting judicial demoralization. 
It is not only the delay that is reducing 
the Courts in the estim ation of the people 


to a sentim ent that is beginning to find ex ­ 


pression in contempt, hut the exceeding 
cost of litigation, also. 
Even Mr. F ield 
confesses to this. 
Bad as this is for civil 
litigation, it is much worse in criminal 


matters, and it is not surprising that the 
uncertainty of the Courts in this respect 
has led to popular outbreaks such as re­ 
cently disgraced Cincinnati. 


Delay is the great cause of the evil, and 


delay is the result, not so m uch of the 


weakness of Courts as the craze for legisla­ 
tion. 
H ere is the root and genesis of all 
our trouble. 
T he Courts are constantly 
involved in the construction of statutes 
that are evolved from incompetencv. 
In­ 


stead of adhering to a few great funda­ 
mental 
principles 
expository 
o f 
the 
underlying sulistructure of justice, legis­ 


lators, ignorant of the principles of law, 
go up to their chambers with 
special 
measures for the accomplishment of special 
ends, or the correction of assumed errors, 


and the result is that the body of our civil 


and crim inal judicial systems is plastered 


from head to foot with patent devices and 
patches, and splintered and bandaged up 


in every direction, as if all its bones had 


been thrice fractured. 
Added to this is 


the vicious extrem e to which the appeal to 
precedents has been carried. 
In the m ul­ 


tiplicity o f Courts and the fallibility of 


human judgment, there is scarcely any 
monstrous doctrine to which support may 


not lie brought by precedent decisions. 


Courts appear to have a fear of getting out 


of grooves. 
They give warrant for the 
charge that they lack the independence 


that would 
make 
reason 
the 
arbiter. 


O riginality seems to have largely de­ 


parted from the Bench. 
And this is due 


mainly to the rut in which appellate 
Courts move. 
If any reform in this matter is to Ik? ac­ 


complished, it must begin first in codifica­ 
tion of laws anti sweeping into the fires of 


destruction 
the 
mass 
of 
rubbish 
and 


obscure enactments that cumber the statute 
books. 
T he next step should be to shut 


down the “ Report” m ill. 
W e have nine 
tim es too many “ reported” cases. 
“ Opin­ 


ions” are vastly too numerous. 
If the 
appellate Courts would content them selves 
w ith fewer arguments in support of their 


judgm ents the lower Courts would he freed 
of much embarrassment. 
If States would 


refuse to permit the publication, by author­ 
ity, of seven-tenths of the reports such as 


are now issued, there would he more cer­ 


tainty and less delay in litigation. 
The 
statistics 
of 
“ R eports” 
are 
sim ply 


amazing. 
Even 
in California, a young 
State, the Supreme Court Reports aggre­ 
gate a large library, and one of the results 


is a confusion as to what our appellate tri­ 


bunal really holds on most topics, that 
keeps the lower Courts floundering in the 


depths of the waters of uncertainty. 


W ILL BE D A M N 2 -D IN EITH ER CASE 


It is the favorite m ethod o f weak and 


disappointed minds to assail the m otives of 
those who have independence of character 


sufficient to do their own thinking. 
In the 


last few days the radical and destructive 
elem ents in 
the 
Legislature have not 
prospered according to their own estim ate. 


It w ill not be strange therefore if they 
shall resort to the old tim e tactics of charg­ 


ing corruption ujion their opponents. 
In­ 
deed, 
the air is already pregnant with 


the rumors 
they have originated 
fur 


m asking 
their 
own 
discomfiture, 
that 
the failure to command to their bidding 


sufficient force to do cruel and unjust 
things is due to corruption. 
That, in 
short, their colleagues who have differed 


with them have been spoiled with bribery. 
That has been the favorite resort of the 
disappointed always, and it should not 


surprise the public to find it availed of 
now. 
There has been no vicious legisla­ 
tion proposed in this State for years that 
its promoters have not assailed tiie in­ 


tegrity of their opponents. 
It would l>e 
more than phenomenal if like methods 
should 
not 
be 
resorted 
to 
in 
this 


instance. 
Unfortunately 
the 
public 


are 
too 
ready 
to 
receive 
such 
intim ations 
as 
verity. 
There 
is 
a 
relish among men for the scandalous, a 
readiness to believe the worst of their fel­ 
lows, and it is not com plim entary to the 


moral tone of our civilization that this is 
true. 
T he m axim that those things alone 
are to be taken as true which are proven 
true, has been practically ignored in these 


days, and allegation persistently made has 
come to be accepted as conviction. 
W hen 


the opponents of vicious legislation, be­ 


lieving in eternal justice and its ultim ate 
triumph, saw fit to refrain from wrestling 
with 
the anti-railroad 
phobists, 
trust­ 
ing 
rather 
to 
the 
truth 
vindi­ 


cating 
itself, 
their 
silence 
was 
construed to Ik? the result of deep-laid and 
evil plotting. 
But when, finally, self-re- 
sjiecting 
journals 
and 
men 
felt that 
manliness and 
a 
regard for the inter­ 


ests 
of 
the 
whole 
people 
demanded 
that 
they 
should 
enter 
their 
pro­ 


tests, they have been met with precisely 


the same charge that 
was laid to their 
patient silence. 
W hen, for instance, cor­ 


porate interests, though assailable in their 
vitals, trusted to the justice o f their cause 
and the righteousness o f 
indestructible 
principles, they were published abroad as 


plotting some deep-laid, damnable scheme, 


and no more bitter assaults could have 


1k**'?i made ujion them had they crowded 
legislative lobbies 
with advocates and 


agents, or openly sought to buy legislators 
out of hand. 
The whole truth of it is, 


in the present craze railroads are to he 
damned if they do, and damned if they 


don’t. 


THE FOLLY OF CURSING 
BOSSES. 


In an article we reproduced from the 


San Francisco Call on Tuesday, on “ politi­ 
cal 1 mases,” there is a reading between the 


lines that amounts to this: 
“ If the peo­ 


ple w ill it, they have it in th eir’power 
at any moment to put an end to the boss 


rule.” 
T his is true. 
If needed we could 
rocite'instances where this has lieen done 


effectually. 
Not a thousand m iles from 
this city, and not a century ago, the voters 
of a party in a given district becoming 
uneasy of old methods by which a few men 
regularly named the party delegates to 


conventions, by concerted agreement sud­ 


denly appeared at a party caucus, took the 
management into their own hands, and 
w ith perfect ease selected delegates by a 


free, fair and select ballot. 
Not all the ef­ 


forts, the skill and long experience of the 


professional 
politicians 
availed 
against 
them, and so perfectly 
fair 
and just 
was the method adopted for m anifesting the 


party w ill, that there was not left a single 
inch o f ground on which to base a “ Imlt.” 
W hat was done in that ward can Ik? done 
in others, and what can lie done in all 
wards can Ik* accomplished in all counties, 
and so in the State. 
Some progress in this 
direction has lieen made in New York and 


can lie attained in all communities. 
The 
“ boss” is born o f the neglect and apathy of 


voters. 
H e is a “ boss” by consent, not 


by virtue of special power or phenomenal 
sk ill, or superior organizing powers. 
W e 
aver that the boss elem ent and following 
is in the m inority in nine com munities out 
of ten. 
T he “ boss” operates upon m ythi­ 


cal ca p ita l; he has power because he has 
the reputation of having it, and this is 


based on his bold assumption that he pos­ 
sesses it. 
T he “ boss elem ent,” the “ ward 


rings,” “ the boys,” are the natural and un­ 
avoidable result and outcome o f the neglect 
of the voters to do political duty. 
The 


common expressions of these are, “ I do 
not take much interest in politics ; 
I 
do 
not attend caucuses: I do not vote at pri­ 
maries ; it is no use for me to take part, for 
I cannot accomplish an yth in g; ‘ the boys’ 


run these things and 1 don’t care to be 
m ixed up w ith them .” 
Precisely, and 


“ the boys” w ill continue to do so just as 
long a j the apathetic voter boasts it as a 


virti^? that lie “ takes no interest in jioli. 


ties.” 
Instead of being praiseworthy, his 
confession is shameful. 
“ The boys” are 


not to blame. 
W e have no word o f cen­ 
sure for them ; they would lie asse-. indeed 
if they did not do as they do. 
If the “ tix> 


good” citizen prefers to toast his toes at 


hnme. to taking an interest in the politics 


of his country, he should not complain that 
those who do interest them selves secure 
the loaves and fishes. 
Politics w ill he 
vicious just so long as the people who wi-ii 
it otherwise do nothing but entertain the 


wish and curse “ the bosses.” 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


NO DANGER. 


T he Los Angeles Expre-a, in advising 
the merchants of that city to ask tor a 
hearing before 
the 
Legislature, 
savs: 


“ H aving failed to impress the manage­ 
ment o f the railroads favorably to them ­ 
selves, the merchants of San Francisco now 
propose to see what can be done with the 


Legislature, and are insi-tiug that it is 


‘ unfair ’ for the emancipated cities of the 


State to receive Eastern goods by rail at as 
cheap a rate as San Francisco does. 
\\ bile 


this argument is as absurd as it is impu­ 


dent, it inav lie of sufficient importance to 


need refutation.” 
In that the E sp ie s is 
in error in its judgm ent. 
T he proposition 


to legislate against natural laws, and by 
legislation to confer advantages denied by 
nature, will not be attem pted seriously. 


Such a proposition, should it be made, 


would be laughed out of sight. 
As our 
contemporary observes, it is “ absurd,” and 


therefore harmless. 
W herever sim ilar de­ 
mands have lieen made, Legislatures have 


refused to heed them , as they always will, 
for the reason that the s*?lf-interest of the 


people affected and common sense so dictate. 


A N EW TUNE. 


The Peoples Cause says: “ Wei do not 


believe that the people desired any injury 
done to the railroad company, but they 
believed that that corporation should be 
com pelled to submit to the same law- and 


pay taxes in the same ratio as others, with 


the same penalties for non-payment tiiat 
others are subjected to.” 
And who objects 


to such an adjustm ent? 
Certainly not the 


railroad companies. It cannot be said that 
they have ever raised tiie slightest objec­ 
tion to being bound by the same laws as 


others. 
On the contrary, it has been their 


open and persistent com plaint that they 


have not been subjected to the same laws. 
The very class of people who are now so 
strong-lunged in dem anding that the rail­ 
roads he assessed and taxed as are others 
preach the doctrine with an effrontery that 
is amazing and ludicrous, seeing that but a 
short tim e ago they were singing a totally 
different tune, and it was the railroad com­ 


panies that clamored for treatm ent on a 
level with other taxpayers. 
I- not thin 
bare history, and undeniable ? 


HOPE FOR THE RIVER 


There is some hope for the salvation of 


the Sacramento river. 
On W ednesday the 
Pacific coast delegation appeared before the 
House Com m ittee on R ivers and Harbors, 
and presented the case of the Sacramento 
river very strongly, urging upon the atten­ 
tion of the com mittee the im m ediate neces­ 


sity for the Federal Governm ent taking 
steps to preserve the navigability of the 
stream. 
T he outlook is for a lilierai ap­ 


propriation, to be used solely in im proving 
the river and increasing its carrying and 
scouring capacity, and thus lessening the 


dangers of overflow and unnatural emission 
o f the waters through the hanks. 


Says th e San Francisco Examiner: “ If the 
country believes in Dem ocratic principles, it 
should put the party in power to enforce them , 
in order to Carry out its policies and thoroughly 
system atize honesty and economy, stop the m pid 
cancellation of bond.-:, check centralization, and 
so reform the revenue system as to prevent the 
levy and collection 
of unnecessary taxes.” 
W hat the Examiner m eans by “ stopping the 
rapid cancellation of bonds and the collection of 
unnecessary ta x e s” will puzzle most students of 
political economy. 
Probably our coiitem porary 
does not know w hat it m eans itself. 
However, 
it m ay be a protest against taxing Dem ocratic 
enthusiasm —whiskv. 


T he San Francisco Re¡mrt, w hich has con­ 
stantly urged an official inquiry- into the sub­ 
structure o f the extra session business, says : 
” The R'-pm t is of tiie opinion that the Governor 
had no good cause for calling the extra session: 
th at he allow ed him self to be used by people 
having private interests to subserve: that he and 
they knew there was no necessity for the extra 
session, and that the final results will give to 
the ex tra session th e appropriate nam e of Stone- 
m an’s Folly.” 


T he Red Bluff Sentinel puts it in th isw ise: 
“ The Legislature ought to adjourn, and th a t 
speedily, too. Nearly five w eeks have been 
fretted aw ay in m aking buncom be speeches and 
passing senseless and m eaningless pream bles 
and resolutions, all for the one object in view— 
the vain attem pt to bolster up a tottering politi­ 
cal dynasty am i prevent, if iiosMble. the dow n­ 
fall of the Dem ocratic party on the 7th of No­ 
vem ber n ex t.”

A n E a ste r n O p in io n . 
Tiie New York Tribune thus expresses its 
opinion o f California polities: 
The railroad question is the on ly living 
issue in California at present, and it is in a 
very peculiar condition. 
The new Consti­ 
tution provided a special m ethod o f taxa­ 
tion for the railroads, the plain intention 
being to m ake them pay exceptionally high 
taxes. 
They resisted this provision, and 
the case going to the Courts the átate was 
beaten, the tax law being declared uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Several counties found them ­ 
selves in financial straits through the non­ 
paym ent o f the railroad taxes, and the 
Central Pacific Company therefore offered 
to pay so much o f the taxes ;ls would con­ 
stitute fair taxation on the ordinary basis of 
assessment, and leave the settlem ent o f the 
disputed portion to the United States Su­ 
preme Court. 
The State Attorney-General 
and the County Boards o f Supervisors 
agreed to this, and the taxes were paid. 
At this point the crisis would seem to have 
been over, but when m ost people supposed 
the matter settled Governor Stonem an as­ 
tonished the State by calling an extra ses­ 
sion o f the Legislature, the pretext being 
an “ extraordinary occasion,” though the 
Governor in his proclamation failed to point 
out what that occasion was. 
On their as­ 
sem bling he sent them a m essage indicat­ 
ing twelve subjects o f legislation, nearly 
every one being in the nature o f anti-rail­ 
road laws. One o f these propositions looked 
to the refusal to the corporations of relief 
or postponem ent o f action through injunc­ 
tions or writs when their property is seized 
for taxes. 
Another contemplated an ex 
post facto law. declaring the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral s action in accepting the tax compro­ 
m ise ” not authorized.” 
The purpose of 
most o f them was to alter and amend the 
Constitution or the laws so as to bring the 
railroads under the com plete control o f the 
Legislature, and so a s to fortify the most 
discrim inating and drastic measures that 
branch o f the Government m ight enact. 
In effect the Governor’s recommendations 
appear to aim at the overriding o f the judi­ 
cial power by declaring and enacting prin­ 
ciples o f governm ent, and especially ol tax­ 
ation. which both the State and the United 
States Circuit Courts have pronounced un­ 
tenable and in violation o f the Constitu­ 
tion o f the United States. 
To those who 
are acquainted with the anti-railroad ques­ 
tion in California the calling o f an extra 
session for such purposes w ill possibly 
seem Imt a natural sequence, for with the 
defeat by the Courts o f the com m unistic 
rails o f the Legislature the temper o f the 
anti-railroad party has 
grown 
steadily 
worse. 
But the California press gives an­ 
other explanation o f the latest explosion 
o f deinagogism. alleging that the extra ses­ 
sion was really called through the intrigues 
and exertions o f a lawyer nam ed Dolmas, 
who was disappointed by the compromise 
o f a large fee he had expected for arguing 
the cases before the Supreme Court at 
W ashington. 
It is also said that General 
Stoneman, who has a dubious record on 
the railroad question, lias permitted him ­ 
self to be used by this lawyer and by a lit­ 
tle clique o f Democratic politicians who 
are endeavoring to put George Hearst, a 
rich miner and the owner of the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, a Democratic paper, into 
the United Stutes Senate. 
( hie o f the objects o f the extra session is 
the removal o f tlie present Board o f R ail­ 
road Commissioners, w ho have failed to 
establish m axim um rates o f fare and freight, 
apparently because as soon as they began 
to study the question carefully they found 
that th e proposed m ethod o f regulation was 
impracticable and unjust both to the cor­ 
porations and the public. 
W hat makes the 
railroad question dom inant in California, 
however, is not the general sense o f exac­ 
tion or oppression, for there is 110 evidence 
that such a feeling exists : the Railroad 
(’ominissioners. when soliciting com plaints 
against the corporations, having repeatedly 
failed to obtain any testim ony justifying 
tiie denunciations indulged in by politi­ 
cians. 
The hitter have forced the issue into 
prominence them selves, and it has for years 
lieen utilized by adventurers and mercenary 
schemers with a m onotonous effrontery not 
a little surprising. 
It does not as yet ap­ 
pear w hether the extra session w ill answer 
the expectations o f its projectors in any re­ 
spect. hut it seem s to have destroyed what­ 
ever good opinion o f Governor Stoneman 
remained in the public mind, and the gen­ 
era! suspicion evidently is that even if the 
so-called “ cinch bills ” are enacted, the 
Courts will prom ptly declare them uncon­ 
stitutional. 
In the m eantim e the railroad 
seem s to have “ gone out o f polities,” to the 
dism ay of venal politicians, for the total 
absence o f a “ railroad lobby” at Sacra­ 
m ento. w hile it clearly ought to be a sub­ 
ject for congratulation, is regarded with dis­ 
gust and scarcely concealed indignation. 
The hearings o f the present singular situa- ! 
tion upon the Presidential campaign re- [ 
main to be seen.

Thuil- 
lier, ofvhe Indi: n Trigonometrical Survey, 
thought it quite probable that there were 
higher rnountaius '.n the chain than Mount 
Everest.

. 
The Chair ruled th at it was not a petition, but 
Tncrelv the expression of a political body. The 
m otion of McClure was th en carried. 
Cross introduced a bill to prevent any officer 
from entering into any stipulation, in cases 111 
w hich th e state m ay be a party, th a t would 
w aive any rights of the State. 
Referred to tlie 
Judiciary* Committee.* 
. 
,. 
Assembly Bill No. 41 -co n cern in g the funding 
o f county indebtedness—was passed on the nie 
an d referred to th e Judiciary < om m ittee. 
The Senate then proceeded w ith the consider­ 
ation of Assembly Hill No. 10 (the Barry bul). 
Reddy opiiommI the am endm ent of the .Judi­ 
ciary Committee in the first section, w hich pro­ 
vides against discrim ination “us ti» lreight of the 
sam e kind or class from the sam e station, and 
in the sam e direction.” 
. 
Cros< thought the am endm ent ail im portant 
one. and believed the bill should be considered 
dispassionately, and solely in th e interests of 
th e people. Such should be bis aim in consid­ 
ering the bill and the several am endm ents m ade 
by the com m ittee. 
He discussed th e am end­ 
m en t under consideration from a constitutional 
standpoint, and read lrom Section ”1 of Article 
X II. of the Constitution to prove th at it was iu 
perfect harm ony w ith th a t instrum ent. It was 
plain that a carload of lead and one of broom s 
could not be shipped ou the sam e term s. 
Mr. 
Cross referred to th e testim ony of the several 
w itnesses relative to discrim ination as to classes 
o f freight, and argued at length th at such dis­ 
crim ination was not only reasonable and busi­ 
ness-like. but absolutely necessary. He desired 
to m ike the Harry bill reap good to every m an, 
w om an and child* in the State. Some rouds car­ 
ried most of their freight in one direction, and 
was it not right and proper to allow them to 
carry certain classes of lreight iu the other di­ 
rection at low rates, 
rather th an go back 
em pty? 
Ships were often obliged to bring 
cargoes o f coal 
h ith er at less 
th an 
the 
cost of handling, in order to secure a ¡lay­ 
ing load of 
wheat to take 
henee. 
Mr. 
Cross instuueed a num ber of eases of sim ilar 
character, to show th at such was the common 
custom of transportation lines, rendered neces­ 
sary bv the exigencies of business. 
If the bill 
w ere passed without am endm ent some injury 
m ight be inflicted upon th e railroad com panies, 
but the greatest injury would be done to tlie 
State, to the sm all m erchants and th e several in­ 
dustries that were now being encouraged to de­ 
velop the resources of the coast. J. V. Webster, 
a prom inent agriculturist and Secretary of the 
State <irange, had testified that there should he 
discrim ination between classes of lreight, and 
so had everv other intelligent w itness testified. 
W hat should Senators base th eir action upon ? 
T he evidence and views of the m ost prom inent 
producers, shippers, m erchants and others of 
th e State. »»r sets of resolutions adopted by eight 
or ten m en som ewhere who had never read the 
Barry bill, or never reflected upon it anil taken 
in to consideration its effects? 
Johnson agreed w ith Senator Cross that the 
Constitution does not expressly perm it discrim ­ 
ination as betw een classes of freight, but it does 
prohibit discrim ination betw een persons, and it 
m ust be taken as we find it. The duty o f the 
Legislature is to carry out the provisions of the 
Constitution, w hatever they m ay be, and a 
higher tribunal m ust pass upou them . 
Johnson moved to strike out “ from the same 
station aud in the sam e direction.” 
McClure raised the point o f order th a t the 
am endm ent could not be divided. 
Johnson tem porarily w ithdrew his am end­ 
m ent. 
Sullivan discussed the 
com m ittee am end­ 
m ent. claim ing th at it w as against th e letter and 
spirit of the Constitution, and would only per­ 
petuate railroad abuses. 
He could fo reseethe 
tim e, should such an am endm ent be adopted, 
w hen th e people would tak e th e law into th eir 
ow n hands and tear up the railroad tracks and 
depots. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On reassem bling, th e Senate resum ed consid­ 
eration of the Barry bill, and Reddy took the 
floor and spoke at length against the com m ittee 
am endm ent atxive referred to. 
His speech con­ 
sisted o f a general denunciation of the alleged 
custom s of the railroad com panies relative to 
the m atter of freight transportat ion. He charged 
th a t the Senator from N evada had uttered a 
foul slander against his (Reddv*s) constituents 
in saying that people do not understand nor ap­ 
preciate the*m ll scope o f th e Barry bill. He 
was proceeding to criticise the action of the 
Senator from Nevada w hile in the Democratic 
State Convention, w hen he w as called to order 
by th e Chair. 
At this point quite a discussion ensued be­ 
tw een Senator Reddy and the Chair, th e latter 
insisting th a t the course of any Senator outside 
th e Senate cham ber was not a proper subject of 
discussion or debate while th e bill was under 
consideration. Iteddy went on to explain his 
position, and after s.»me m inutes asked the in­ 
dulgence of a resting spell. 
Cross moved that the Senate take a recess for 
ten m inutes, in deference to the Senator’s re­ 
quest. So ordered. 
After recess Reddy continued his speech, and 
discussed the am endm ent and th e bill (as well 
aa m any oth er matters» until 4 o’clock. 
At the conclusion of his speech Cross took the 
floor, and argued the perfect constitutionality of 
the am endm ent providing for the classification 
o f freights for the purpose o f fixing rat£.s of 
transportation. 
He claim ed th a t every am end­ 
m ent m ade bv th e com m ittee w as in exact ac­ 
cordance witfi the platform of th e Democratic 
partv of th e state. 
It was said by a Senator a 
few hours before, th at if the Barry*bill were not 
passed the State would be visited by all sorts of 
calam ities -by tire and flood, und all sorts of 
terrible things. 
If that were so, he for oue was 
ready for a little of it. 
For the first tim e in his 
life lie had known a legislator to openly suggest 
m ob violence. 
Sullivan said the rem ark applied to himself. 
Such mobs had occurred in other States, and 
they were possible in certain contingencies. 
Johnson renewed his form er m otion to strike 
out the words “ from the sam e station and in 
th e same direction.” 
Kellogg (author of the com m ittee am end­ 
ments» quoted from the Henal Code to show 
th at the whole am endm ent was in exact ac­ 
cordance with tin* provisions o f the law pro­ 
hibiting extortion by railroad companies. 
He 
would go as far as any .Senator to enact a bill 
against unjust discrim ination th at would be 
binding: but the bill, as it passed the Assembly, 
w as an utter absurdity, and required intelligent 
am endm ent to m ake it at all efficient and 
reasonable. 
Some sort of discrim ination is 
necessary, but unjust discrim ination should be 
prohibited. 
Filcher said th at the abuses com plained of 
had been practiced under the provisions o f the 
Code referred to, and be thought it tim ely to 
now after that law and enact a new and stronger 
one. 
Spencer. *»f Nana, Claimed th a t the Consti­ 
tution did expressly prohibit discrim ination be­ 
tw een persons and places. Therefore.he believed 
thopn»i"»svd am endm ent unconstitutional. The 
sentim ent of the people dem anded th at there 
should be no discrim ination, hence th e incor­ 
poration o f th at idea into the Constitution. 
He 
argued at some length to prove th at the am end­ 
m ent was inconsistent with the fundam ental 
Jaw. 
Being unconstitutional, he apprehended 
no serious trouble arising out of the enactm ent, 
but he was opposed to it because o f its jtossible 
effect on th e public m ind and in influencing the 
aetiou of the Railroad Commission. The pre­

It was learned last evening from the most 
trustw orthy source th at a com prom ise confer­ 
ence will be held to-day betw een Senators Yroo- 
m an. Metflurc. Knight* and perhaps others of 
the conservative elem ent, oil one side, aud Sen­ 
ators Reddv. Spencer of Napa, and two or three 
others, probably including Campbell of th e As­ 
sembly. from tne radical wing. The purpose is 
to see if an agreem ent cannot be reached upon 
a revenue bill which shall he certain and just 
to both the people and the railroads, causing 
each to bear th eir due proportion o f taxation 
and under a law which shall be capable of 
prom pt enforcem ent. O ther m easures, such as 
regulation of freights and fares, will also, it is 
e x a c te d . l>e considered, and with reasonable 
pros|H*ct that an agreem ent will 1m* reached 
which w ill he generally accepted by most of the 
various elem ents of the Legislature. The votes 
in the Senate yesterday render it evident th at the 
com m ittee am endm ents to the Barry bill will 
be sustained by the Senate, if indeed it does not 
Incom e shorn of gome of its objectionable feat­ 
ures. and as it only requires a bare m ajority to 
pass this bill, it must have become apparent to 
every observer of even the weakest intellect 
th a t if the objectionable features of a bill which 
requires only a m ajority to pass it. cannot be 
put through, certainly no “ cinching” constitu­ 
tional am endm ents, which require two-thiros 
of all the m em bers elected to each house can 
by any possibility pass.

F i r s t A g a i n s t W i t c h c r a f t . — The 
honor of being the tir>t to s[>eak out against 
tlie injustice, brutality, anil futility of the 
prevailing treatm ent of witches falls to a 
('atholic priest, Cornelius Oios bynam e. 
He was followed by tlie Jesuit, Adolph 
Tanner, and more strenuously and effica­ 
ciously by Frederick Sjiee, whose hair had 
grown prem aturely white while attending 
to those whom he was appointed to minis­ 
ter at the tim e of their torture and execu­ 
tion. 
His work was published anony­ 
mously in 1631, and created an immense 
sensation. 
The practice had become too 
deep-rooted, however, to yield immediately 
to tlie influence of his words, but he had 
the satisfaction of seeing one Prince at 
lea-t, the Fleet or John Philip Schanbnrn, 
of Mayence, abolish the proceedings against 
witches. 
O ther Catholic princes followed 
his example. 
In none of tlie Protestant 
States does tlie practice appear to have 
been given up throughout the whole of the 
seventeenth century. 
The most celebrated 
case in the annals of Sweden (called the 
trial of Borra) took place so late as 1670. 
Benedict Cerpxov (died 1660), who is called 
the lawgiver of Saxony, not only would 
have witches executed, hut also those who 
denied the existence of witchcraft.—[Notes 
and Cilleries.

One of the recent publications of the 
V ellum -Parehm ent Shilling Series of the 
Messrs. Field & T uer is an interesting lit­ 
tle volume entitled, “ Shall W e Bead 
Backwards ?” 
The introduction alone, by 
R. I?. Carter, short as it is, gives m uch use­ 
ful information on th e subject of training 
the eves from infancy in order to obtain 
the full benefit of perfectly developed 
sight. 
This is only possible by a judicious 
use of tlie eves, which, however, does not 
consist in abstaining from work in which 
the eyes are used, “ idleness of the eyes, ’ 
according to one of Mr. C arter’s former 
works, being “ in every way hurtful to 
them .” 
It is, therefore, necessary to de­ 
velop the vision by th at “ proper and 
varied employment which is eminently 
conducive to their preservation in beauty 
and 
efficiency.” 
How,

injur­ 
ing the eves? Reading is 
undoubtedly 
one of the commonest means, and “ the 
most ‘ readable ’ p rin t is th at by which we 
may obtain the maximum of reading with 
minimum of injury to the sight.”

W ith regard to the size of type Mr. M il­ 
lington, the author of “ Shall We Read 
Backwards?” says: “ It lias been accepted 
by oculists that type embraced by an angle 
equal to o ' (five minutes) is the smallest 
printed m atter which can lie recognized ¡iy 
the average normal t-ye. A'ccording to this 
formula the smallest print which a normal 
eve can readily recognize at a distance of 
one foot is about 1-50 of an inch : 
at 18 
inches (the average distance at which the 
book is held by an adult) tlie smallest re­ 
cognizable tvpe would be about 1-,«J of an 
inch. 
The normal eye should never be 
subjected for any length of time to a type 
sm aller than twice this size— th at is, 1-16 
of an inch—and it would be better after 
middle life to employ a type even a little 
larger than this.” 
_ 
The general rules for preserving a good 
eyesight put down by the author may be 
summarized in the- 
following 
extract: 
“ See th at the light is sufficient, and that 
it falls properly upon your work. 
Never 
sit facing it. 
It is best that the light 
should fall upon the work from above or 
behind. 
Failing this, it may fall from the 
side. 
N ever use the eyes at tw ilight. 
Any artificial light for the evening is good 
if it be brilliant enough and steady. Read­ 
ing' w hile riding in any conveyance should 
be avoided ; it requires too great an exer­ 
tion of the accommodative power to keep 
the eyes fixed on the letters. 
Never read 
when lying dow n; it is too fatiguing for 
the accommodative power. 
Many a tedious 
ease of weak sight has been traced to the 
pernicious habit of reading in bed after re­ 
tiring for the night. — [ l ’all Mall Gazette.

A much 
higher degree of cold becomes, however, 
insufferable if there is wind. 
At fifteen 
degrees below zero a steam, as if from a 
boiling kettle, rise* from the water. 
At 
once frozen by tlie wind, it falls into a 
tine powder. 
This phenomenon is called 
sea-smoke. 
At forty degrees the snow 
and human bodies also 
smoke, which 
smoke at once changes into m illions of 
tiny particles, like needles of ice, which 
fill tlie air and make a light continuous 
noise, like the rustle of a stifi silk. 
\t 
this tem perature tlie trunks of trees burst 
w ith a loud report, the rocks break up, 
and tlie earth opens and vomits smoking 
water. 
Knives break in cutting butter. 
Cigars go out by contract with tlie ice on 
the beard. 
To talk is fatiguing. 
A t night 
the eyelids are covered with a crust of ice 
which must tie carefully removed before 
one can open them.

U nder the above head the W ashington, 
I). C., Evening Critic editorially says : 
The State of California just now is engaged in 
the.highly expensive operation of •■going lor" 
the railroad-. 
A fen demagogues in the -tate. 
who have a tilting representative in the Guber­ 
natorial ehair. have tried to create a popular 
uprising against the railroads, w hich have done 
m ore to perm anently build up th e State and in ­ 
crease th e w ealth and productive capacity than 
all other enterprises com bined. W hen m ining 
suffered a serious collapse, the State of Califor­ 
nia, had it not been for the railroads, m ight 
have become little more than an Indian reserva­ 
tion. The State is not yet ill a position to do 
w ithout railroads, and if only a few of ihe 
schem es to cripple the railroads now projected 
bv dem agogues come to be enacted b> the Leg­ 
islature th e people of th at state will soou have 
cause to repent their folly. 
The riilm ad w hich has done most for Califor­ 
nia, and w hich is being m ade the object of the 
most uriju.-t attacks, is the Central 1‘acitie. This 
road w ithin a few m onths has paid over fl.uoo,- 
000 in taxes, but even this is not enough to 
satisfy th e dem ands of a few m en who hope to 
gain political preferm ent by assailing th e rights 
o f corporations. The most unfounded charges 
have been m ade against the Central Pacific 
Company—charges 
of extortion, of 
inflated 
capital, etc. 
The standing argum ent against 
the com pany has been th a t it has not Ih'oii satis­ 
fied w ith th e profits th a t Eastern railroads are 
content to receive, and th at a com parison of the 
Central Pacific w ith roads in the East would re­ 
flect disastrously upon tlie m anagem ent of the 
former. The Chicago Jtailimy Agi has instituted 
a com parison w hich is likely to silence the 
criticism s of the Central Pacific's enem ies, or 
com pel them to remodel th eir lies. 
The capital stock of the Central Pacific sys­ 
tem was only s.62 per cent, larger th an that of 
the M assachusetts railwavs. notw ithstanding 
th a t the cost o f building railw ays is m uch larger 
in California than in M assachusetts. 
Although 
th e capital invested in California is larger, the 
earnings are only at ihe rate of -7.7 6 per mile, 
against Si::,175 per m ile in Massachusetts, the 
increase ill the latter being over CJ percent. 
The average dividends paid were only 2.66 per 
cent., against 5.M in-r cent, in Massachusetts, 
the net incom e being only at th e rate of r;;.zoo 
per m ile, against (1,196 in Massachusetts, an in­ 
crease for the latter of 31.12 percen t. These 
figures need no com m ent. They show the w eak­ 
ness of the position of those who are assailing 
the Central Pacific, and they expose th e m ali­ 
ciousness and m eanness of its enemies. W hen 
it is rem em bered th a t the com pany has been 
supported by the Courts and law officials of the 
State 111 its" resistance of the com m unistic at­ 
tacks of dem agogues, the false position fd those 
who are trying to raise a hue and cry against 
the railroads will be plainly discerned. Califor­ 
nia will do well to suppress its demagogues.
